“Good Wheat Yield 


Following are the records of the 
wheat yield this year on the farm of 
Mr. J, A. Cammaert, six miles east of 
Strathmore: 

The wheat was all on summerfal- 
low, 30 acres averaged 43 bushels per 
acre, 70 acres averaged 35 bushels per 
acre, and 90 acres averaged 36% bush- 
els per acre. This gives an average 
of 37 bushels per acre for the whole 
crop, with enough to take care of 
dockage. The only fly in the intment 
was that the grade was 3 tough, 
caused by wet weather during the 
months of September and October. 

Mr, Camaort has been on his farm 
since 1909, and since then has secured 
a number of exceptionally good yields. 
He is a consistent believer in irriga- 
tion during dry years, but did not re- 
quire it this summer.
